SAN FRANCISCO, July 10.— 
Over 20,000 marched in the mass 
funeral parade yesterday behind 
the bodies of Nick Counderakis 
and H. G. Sperry, the two workers 


murdered on the picket line by 


police gunfire. Forty thousand 
massed at the headquarters of In- 
ternational Longshoremen’s Associa- 
tion when the procession began. 
Hundreds of workers massed on the 
sidewalks. It was the greatest 
labor demonstration in the history 
of San Francisco. 

During the march all traffic was 
halted. The procession covered a 
distance of three miles up Market 
3 to Dugan's Undertaking par- 
ors 

Masses of workers left their jobs 
to join the demonstration. Five 
hundred workers of the McLaren 
and Christy projects walked off the 
job and joined the march. At the 
funeral parlors many hundreds 
found means of transportation to 
Cypress Lawn Cemetery, five miles 
away, where the body of Coundeo- 
rakis was buried with full Commu- 
nist honors. Sperry was buried at 
the Presidio by war veterans. 

Samuel Darcy, district organizer 
of the Communist Party, Elaine 
Black, organizer of the Interna- 
tional Labor Defense, and represen- 
tatives of the Sparticus Club, speak- 
ing at the grave, told of the untir- 
ing revolutionary work of the dead 
comrade. He answered the Party

The stand of every mili- 
tant trade unionist must be: “capi- 
talist courts, judges and other gov- 
ernment arbitrators; hands off the 
trade unions.” 


Suppose this painters’ situation 
were in Mayor Hague’s „ or in 
Alabama, where the workers 


haven’t even the right to picket, 
where 28 ot workers are 
jailed daily for exercising their 
constitutional rights? Do we 
want to run te those judges for 
justice, who are issuing injunc- 
tiens daily against striking bakers, 

, Shoeworkers, needle trades work- 

ers, cafeteria workers, etc.? 

What justice can we expect 

from these tools of the employ- 
ers? 

Militant workers must show to 
the rest of the workers in the 
painters’ union that the Zausner 
gang will be driven out of our union 
only through the concerted action 
of the rank and file members. To- 
day we have a better opportunity 
to do this than ever before. 

The lessons of the painters’ elec- 
tion should not remain the prop- 
erty of the painters.

The woman reporting the at- 
tempted attack could not identify 
him. Her story is that she and her 
escort were returning to Bastrop 
from a dance when their car ran 
into a ditch. Her escort remained 
in the car, while she set out afoot 
to a filling station. On the way, 
she says, a Negro stepped out of the 
night and started to drag her into 
a woods. He was, however, fright- 
ened off by an approaching car, 
she declares. ; 

Although threats of lynching fol- 
lowed the arrest of McCloud no 
guard was placed at the prison, 
which does not maintain a night 
attendant. The authorities who 
aided and egged on the lynch mob, 
are now attempting to justify the 
crime with the claim that MeCloud 
had “confessed” to the alleged at- 
tempted attack.

Smash Chicago Eviction

CHICAGO, l., July 10.—A heroic 
and determined § six-day fight 
smashed through an attempt by the 
relief authorities to discrimina 
against a Negro family by driving 
the husband and wife into flop 
houses and farming children 
out to strangers last week.
